Fred. B. B oughton w orked w ith G arness 
for Bancroft ,t Co. for several years. 
H e 
knew th at G arness kept a pistol in his 
desk. 
W hen he cam e dow n in the m o rn ­ 
ing he w ould rem ove his overcoat, and 
taking his pistol from his pocket place it in 
the draw er. 
One afternoon last A ugust or 
Septem ber ^Garness asked m e if I w ould 
like to take a trip in th e country.

T he S uperintendent of Census has taken 
every possible precaution in the p relim i­ 
nary w ork to m ake this census com plete 
and satisfactory, and th e earnest co-opera­ 
tion of those engaged in productive in d u s­ 
try is all th at is now necessary to secure 
valuable results. 
E very m anufacturer should bear in m ind 
th a t his answ ers to th e questions relating 
to his business areh e ld strictly confidential, 
are not disclosed to any com petitor or to 
o th er persons, and are no t used by the 
G overnm ent as predicate for tl^ | purposes

IMPORTANT 
DECISION. 


No decision of wider scope or more vital 
.mportance has been rendered by the Su­ 
preme Court of the United States since the 
iose of the war of the rebellion than that 
just handed down in the Utah case. 
The 
case grew out of proceedings under the 
Edmunds anti-polygamy law that dissolved 
the Mormon Church business corporation, 
or so-called “ Zion Co-operative Associa­ 
tion,” and declared the property of the 
corporation escheated to the 1 nited States 
Government. 
The corporation resisted, of 
course, and the case went into Court. 
The 
decision was for the Government, and an 
appeal was taken. 
The Supreme Court of 
the United States now decides that Con­ 


gress had the power to enact such a law, 
and that the decision below must stand. 
The Court then proceeds to read the Mor­ 
mon authorities a lecture that they will 
never forget, since it is accompanied by an 
order that strips them of a vast property 
and vests it in the Government of the 
United States. 
The Court holds that Con­ 
gress has the power to annul legislative 
Acts in a T erritory; that the chartering of 
the corporation by the Territorial Legisla­ 
ture was not a contract binding upon Con­ 
gress, or one that it could not impair. 
The 


Court affirms the view taken by the United 
States, that the Mormon Church is re­ 
bellious; that it long has sought, and still 
is seeking, to establish practices in the 
name of religion that are forbidden by good 
conscience, the laws and civilization. 
It 
holds that the Government has the right 
-O discipline contumacious bodies that re­ 
sist and defy its authority, and that the 
whole history of the Mormon question is 
one of patient waiting, forbearance and 
kindliness on the part of the United 
States, 
and 
of 
rebellion, 
defiance of 
the laws, continuance of polygamy, con­ 
tumacious conduct, and the actual lifting 
of the arm of rebellion on the part of the 
Mormons. 
The decision is very broad in 
its application, as will lie obvious to even 
the casual reader. 
It affirms a power in 
the Congress of the United States that sets 
at rest forever the claim 
¡11 
territorial 
quarters to any independency apart from 
I ongre— ; 
that 
to 
secure 
obedience 
to the laws and suppress resistance to 
authority, Congress has the right to de­ 
clare the property of corporations, such 


as that ol the Mormon Church, escheated to 
the General Government— where there is 
no better successor to it— as punishment 
for contumacy by the corporate organiza­ 
tion which was maintaining a system in­ 
imical to the enlightened sentiment of the 
age and the security and perpetuity of the 
Government.

W hat a righteous protest would 20 up

There were two contests ¡11 and near Sau 
Francisco the other day of widely different 
character and decidedly dissimilar

One was a 
match 
between 
butchers, for a purse of some hundreds of 
dollars, to determine which could kill aud 
dress an ox in the shortest space of tim e; 
the other was a match between carrier- 
pigeons owned by memliers of the Homing 
Club. 
The first was an exhibition that 
catered to the tastes of those that love 
blood-letting; the other was a useful and 
inoffensive test of the speed of one class of 
nature's servitors and a beautiful instance 
of the unerring instinct that guides the 
. carrier-pigeon in a liee-line to its home 
cote. 
There is in this age, as in all that have 
preceded it, a {lowerful attraction for men 
in the contests of physical vigor, of skill 
in handiuraftf and in the tests of high 
training to which 
animals have been 
brought. 
But it cannot be maintained 
that butchering contests in the presence 
of the multitude have any otber than a 
brutalizing influente upon the on-lookers. 
T he slaughtering of animals for food uses 
is a necessary vocation, but it is not desir­ 
able that the business be conducted in the 
presence of the general public, or that it 
shall be made a means of contributing to 
the taste for contests. 
Indeed, it may well 
lie advised that such scenes be inhibited 
l>v law.

vagaries, his jargon, and his utter aud 
amazing disregard for the ordinary facis 
of experience. 


T h e Placer A ryus of the 17th contains 
a quotation credited to this journal con­ 
cerning the uses to which members of 
eonfraternal associations put those organi­ 
zations often to further personal ambitions.

THE TROUBLES IN THE LOCAL TEAM 
REACH A CLIMAX. 


M anager Zeigler K eleases the W hole 
N ine—D etails of W hat Brought 
It A ll About. 


The rumblings in local baseball circles 
heretofore mentioned 
in the 
R ecord- 
U nion, have grown more and more om i­ 
nous daring the past three or four days, 
and last night developed into a genuine 
volcanic eruption. 
The little staying-out-late troubles of 
last week were nothing compared to yes­ 
terday’s crash. 
The circumstances which brought it all 
about date back a month or more, after the 
team had sustained its third successive de­ 
feat at the beginning of the pennant race. 
The third defeat occurred in San Francisco, 
and as soon as the news reached this city 
the owners of the team, Messrs. Enright 
and Ginsberg, immediately telegraphed to 
Manager Zeigler inquiring rather sharply 
the meaning of their inability to win. Mr. 
Zeigler 
considered 
this 
unkind, 
inas­ 
much 
as 
the 
team, 
despite 
their 
defeat, had been playing good ball. Further 
than this, he had been working like a 
beaver himself for the success of the nine, 
and a rebuke so early in the race grated 
harshly. 
This little matter slipped by, however, 
until another incident occurred’ 
The team was practicing one afternoon 
at Snowflake Park when Mr. Enright came 
on the groands and spoke rather roughly 
to some of the players about their batting. 
Mr. Zeigler stepped up to the proprietor 
and asked him if he (Zeigler) had not 
been 
made 
the 
manager 
of 
the 
team, and 
suggested that 
any rebukes 
to the players would come more properly 
from him. 
Of course this riled the pro­ 
prietor. 
This matter, too. 
was subse­ 
quently smoothed over, but stiil Manager 
Zeigler felt that his efforts to have Sacra 
mento represented by a good baseball team 
were not apppreciated by the owners. 
H e 
brewed over thi3 and other like incidents, 
and the players, as well as their many 
friends and acquaintances, sympathized 
with him. 
Last Saturday evening Zeigler had some 
trouble with a voUDg man named Elkus, 
and blackened the young m an’s eyes. 
An 
attempt was made by the friends of both 
parties to “ square” the matter, in order to 
prevent it becoming public. 
Zeigler was 
asked to apologize, but refused, saying 
that he had been insulted and would’ not 
apologize when he was not in the wrong. 
A warrant was sworn to by young Elkus’ 
father yesterday for Zeigler’s arrest, and 
when the latter heard of it he went to 
Messrs. Enright and Ginsberg and asked if 
either or both of them would go his bonds. 
Both refused pomt blank, and Zeigler 
went away almost broken-hearted. 
He 
felt that his services were no longer re­ 
quired by the management, and desiring 
to end all obligations he might have with 
the players— whom, it will be remembered, 
he gathered in the East last winter— he 
visited each of them and formally released 
them from the team. 
In justice to Messrs. Enright and Gins­ 
berg it should be stated that even though 
they refused to go on Zeigier’s bond, they 
liad, unknown to him, secured bondsmeii 
for him, and at the very time that he was 
bewailing his treatment a bond was laving 
at the police station awaiting Zeigler’s 
arrest. 
Messrs. Enright and 
Ginsberg, when 
seen last night by a R ecord-U nion re­ 
porter, did not seem to think very seri­ 
ously of the matter. 
Regarding the release 
of 
the 
players 
by 
the 
manager. 
Mr. Enright said: 
“ It doesn’t 
amount 
to 
anything. 
Mr. 
Zeigler 
had 
no 
authority to release anybody. 
W e alone 
have that power. 
But Zeigler has misun­ 
derstood the whole business. 
Although 
we were perfectly willing to see him 
through in his trouble with Elkus, and, in 
fact did everything we could to bring about 
a settlement, we 
did not 
want to be 
known in it, and did not want Zeigler to 
understand that we were going to put up 
our money for every little scrape he or the 
other players might get into. 
W e have al­ 
ways had the highest regard for his abili­ 
ties and for him personally, and had no 
intentions 
whatever 
of releasing him. 
We have appreciated his efforts to bring a 
good nine together and of his handling of 
the team so far during the season. 
We 
like all of our players and are proud of 
them. 
If we have been a little blunt or 
harsh with them at times, it was not to in­ 
tentionally hurt their feelings, and was all 
meant for the best.” 
Mr. Enright stated 
further 
that 
he 
thought everything would be 
arranged 
amicably to-day, and he was confident that 
when Zeigler looked at the matter in the 
proper light he would admit that he had 
acted hastily and unwisely. 
If the man­ 
ager couid be induced to resume his posi­ 
tion and duties, Mr. EDright said he would 
only be too happy to retain him. 
_ The players’ sympathies are all with 
Zeigler. 
Bowman, Reitz. Daly and Godar 
said, after receiving tbeir releases, that 
they would leave Sacramento 
im m edi­ 
ately unless the affair was settled satis­ 
factorily to all parties. 
They think that 
Zeigler has been wronged, and that there 
should be some atonement from the pro­ 
prietors. 
If there was not they would 
leave with Zeigler. 
It is not known how 
the rest of the nine stands, but it is be­ 
lieved that their sentiments are in accord 
with those expressed by the four named. 


THE ZEIGLER-ELKUS ROW. 
N eith er of th e P arties Seem to Agree as 
to th e D etails, 
There are two widely different sides to 
tbe Zeigler-Elkus trouble— which wound 
up yesterday in the issuance of a warrant 
for Zeigler’s arrest for battery. 
Elkus gives his version of the affair as 
follows; 
He was walking up K street, near 
Seventh, with two young men, on the way 
to make a deposit in a proposed match be­ 
tween two amateur ball teams. 
Referring 
to one of the clubs, Elkus remarked to his 
friends that “ they were bum players.” The 
next thing that Elkus heard was a voice 
behind him calling out a vile name. Elkus 
looked about and replied that the man 
from whom the voice proceeded was “ an­ 
other” and continued on with his friends. 
When the young men got to Sixth street, 
on K, the same inau who had called the 
name came up and 
demanded to know 
of Elkus why he had referred to him as a 
“ bum player,” etc. 
Elkus denied haviDg 
made such a remark, but tbe man insisted 
that he had. 
The man, who was George 
Zeigler, and who was accompanied by his 
brother, then drew off with a cane and 
struck Klkns across the eyes. 
Zeigler 
struck a second time. 
Zeigler's brother 
then seized Elkus around tbe neck from 
tbe rear and held him while George con­ 
tinued to wield his cane. 
Manager Zeigler says the affair was as 
follow s: “ I was sitting in front of the 
Golden Eagle Hotel, ” he said, “ when sev- 
tral young fellows came along. 
1 was 
conversing 
with 
some 
friends 
at 
the time, and did not notice tbe young 
fellows 
until 
one 
of 
them 
pointed 
at me and said to the other. ‘There’s one 
of the bum ball-piayers now.’ 
I replied, 
‘There is no use of calling me that, a"d 
they walked off. 
I didu't want to have 
any disturbance around tbe hotel, but still 
1 thought they had gone out of tbeir way to 
insult me. 80, taking my brother with me, I 
followed the party and overtook them at 
¡sixth street. 
Stepping up to Elkus I 
lapped him^pn the shoulder and said, 
'Look here, iffy friend, if you have no time 
for a batl-player. pass him by— don’t insult 
him ’ 
I thought 
that 
if 
he 
was 
a 
gentleman he would apologize, and did 
not rxpect any trouble. 
Instead, however, 
he turned 011 me, and with the swagger of 
a hoodlum said : ‘ Well, what if I did insult 
you ; what are you goiug to do about it?’ 
This caused me to lose my temper, and I 
struck him in the face 
with m y fist. 
He 
turned 
to 
run 
and 
I 
gave 
him a parting rap on the back with my 
cane, which, you see. is a little light one 
that 
would 
not 
hurt 
anybody. 
My 
brother did not taka any hand whatever 
in the affair. 
I may have applied some 
epithet to Elkus in my excitement, but I 
was 
so 
mad 
that 
I 
didn't 
know 
what I was doing. 
I regret that the affair 
happened, but still I think he was to 
blame more than I, ana I don’t consider 
that I owe him any apology. 
That is why 
1 refused to apologize and avoid arrest.”

TAXES ISSUE WITH JONES. 
5 
A Citizen W lio Doesn't Think Sacram en­ 
ta i) s are Silurians. 
A citizen writes as follows in reply to a 
recent criticism of Sacramento methods ; 
“ I read Mr. Jones’ letter in your last 
Sunday's issue. 
Like others of late that 
have been put to press by strangers who 
are not posted in the city’s management of 
its financial affairs, he jum ps into the mid­ 
dle of a puddle and claims the privilege, 
without mincing matters, of talking plainly 
to the citizens of Sacramento. 
It is truly 
wonderful what Mr. Jones can see, after 
ten minutes' w alk in Sacramento, and 
he must notice the change brought about 
by his withdrawing his trade from Sacra­ 
mento after his two or three years in El 
Dorado and Fiacer counties. 
“ Mr. Jones says he came to California in 
the ear'.y fifties; was a miner in El Dora­ 
do and Placer counties, but left the coun­ 
try thirty-two years ago; consequently he 
was only abont two or three years in Cali­ 
fornia. 
Mr. Jones says the citizens of Sac­ 
ramento lack enterprise, and, in fact, every 
trait condusive to the prosperity of a city. 
Sacramento citizens never did believe in 
empty booming business any more than a 
men believes in living on climate or wind 
pudding. 
“ Probably Mr. Jones accumulated wealth 
rapidly during his short sojourn in Cali­ 
fornia, which was a very easv matter to do 
in the early fifties. 
But he don’t seem to 
have had the grit to part with some of his 
money in prospecting to develop more 
mines or hunt a p'.ace of business like Sac­ 
ramento or San Francisco and invest and 
stay by the country. 
Oh, no! he takes 
what he got and leaves entirely. 
But in 
about thirty-two years pays Sacramento a 
visit and accuses tbe citizens of a lack of 
energy and enterprise. 
“ He seems to forget that the people of 
Sacramento have had many vicissitudes of 
flood aud fire to encounter in past years, 
aud does not give them credit for what they 
have accomplished. 
They put their shoul­ 
ders to the wheel, raised the city end built 
levees, and when sister towns have bad tbe 
like distress, the citizens of Sacramento 
never waited till asked for help, but went 
out loading aud forwarding 
provisions, 
clothing, beds and bedding to the field of 
distress before the unfortunates hardly Lad 
time to realize their situation. 
“ Does that show a lack of enterprise, 
energy and sym pathy? 
If it does, then 
m any persons are ‘oil’ their bases.' 
Not­ 
withstanding, there is room for severe criti­ 
cism about the city’s financial affairs, on 
which I don’t think Mr. Jones is posted. 
To find the cause we ought to go to the 
very root of the evil, and Mr. Jones is a 
very long wav from it when he starts in, 
after a ten minutes' walk, with the sweep­ 
ing rebuke that the citizens of Sacramento 
city lack energy and enterprise.”

An O rdinance P roposing a Special E lec­ 
tion a t W hich Shall Be S ubm itted to 
the (Juallfled E lectors of the City of 
Sacram ento, th e 1‘roposltiou of Incu- 
rln g Ind eb tehness for theJPnrpose of 
Im pro ving th e S treets of th e C ity of 
Sacram ento. 


rpH K BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE CITY 
J of Sacramento do ordain as follows:. 
Section 1. It is hereby determiued by the 
Board of Trustees of the City of Sacramento that 
the public interest demands the improvement 
of the streets of the city of Sacramento, aud 
that to make and carry out said improvement of 
the streets, it wifi be necessary to incur an in­ 
debtedness on the part of-the city: that the im ­ 
provement of the streets will promole aud ad­ 
vance the interests and comfort ot said city; 
that the estimated cost of such improvement 
wifi be Sl( O.t’OO; that the manner of improviug 
said streets shall be designated and described 
iu an ordinance calling such special election to 
be hereafter published. 
Section 2. It is further considered that the 
cost of the improvement of said streets is too 
great to be paid out of the ordinary annual rev­ 
enue and income of the city provided tor such 
purposes. 
Section 3. The Board of Trustees of the city of 
Sacramento shall, after the publication of this 
ordinance tor at least two weeks in the Daily 
Bee, a newspaper published in the city of Sac­ 
ramento, cause to be published an ordinance 
passed in conformitv to the provisions of Sec­ 
tion 2 of an Act of the Legislature of this State, 
entitled an “Act Authorizing the Incurring of 
Indebtedness by Cities, Towns and Municipal 
Corporations, Incorporated Under the Laws of 
this State," approved March 19, 1889, calling a 
special election ami submitting to the qualified 
electors of the city of Sacramento the proposi­ 
tion ol incurring the indebtedness for the pur­ 
pose set forth in this ordinance. The said ordi­ 
nance so calling the said special election shall 
be published once a day for ten days in the 
Daily Bee. a newspaper printed und published 
iu the said city of Sacramento, and shall recite 
the purpose tor which the said indebtedness is 
proposed to be incurred, in accordance with the 
provisions of Section 2, of the Act of the Legis­ 
lature of this State, approved March 19, 1SS9, 
hereinbefore mentioned. 
Section 4. The polling places tor said election 
shall be designated in the notice of said special 
election hereafter to be published. 
Section 5. The election shall be held and con­ 
ducted iu accordance with the laws ot the State 
of California relating to elections. 
Section 6. This ordinance shall take efleet and 
be in force from and after its passage.

SACRAMENTO TO THE FRONT. 


REPRESENTATIVE BUSINESS MEN OR­ 
GANIZE A WORLD'S FAIR CLUB. 


M ayor Com stock Cliosen President—Pre­ 


parations for the Kxposition to 
B egin at Once. 


By request of Mayor Comstock a num ber 
o f prom inent business men met a t"505 K 
street yesterday afternoon to organize a 
W orld's F air Club, the object of which 
would be to begin im mediately prepara­ 
tions for the coming W orld’s Exposition at 
Chicago. Among those who were present 
were C. A. Luhrs, L. L. Lewis, Mayor 
Comstock, A . J. Johnston, Supervisors 
Ross, Greer, Black and Bates, C. H . Cum­ 
mings, P. A. H um bert, G.G. Pickett, David 
Lubin and others. 
The Mayor called the meeting to order, 
and stated the object for w hich it was 
called. H e said it was proposed that the 
city and county should act together. This 
meeting was for the purpose of organizing 
perm anently, so that preparations toward 
having Sacramento properly represented at 
the great exposition could be commenced 
at once. 
The first business was the election of 
perm anent officers, and the result was as 
follows : President, W. D. Comstock; Vice­ 
President. David Lubin; Treasurer, L. L. 
Lewis, and Secretary, G. G. Pickett. 
It was agreed to call the organization the 
Sacramento City and County W orld’s Fair 
Club. 
Mr. Lubin then addressed the meeting. 
H e referred to his former experiences in 
getting up affairs of this kind—particularly 
for the London exhibit—and said that tbe 
most necessary adjunct was money. It 
wouid be a good plan, be said, to assess 
each member of the club fifty cents or a 
do.lar a month, to pay the expenses accru­ 
ing from the club’s operations. A mem­ 
bership roll should be made up of as many 
nanie3 as it was possible to obtain, and 
each member should contribute m onthly. 
Mr. H um bert thought that a dollar'a 
m onth would be little enough. 
Mr. Johnston said that it would be better 
to m ake up the mem bership roll first, to 
get every business man to join, and then 
call a mass meeting. It would be time 
enough in that meeting to decide upon the 
am ount of the assessment.

Judge B uckley H olds A ngus B oss 
to 
A ppear for Trial. 
The case of Angas Ross, charged with 
misdemeanor in renting a house for gam ­ 
ing purposes, came up in Judge Buckley’s 
Court yesterday afternoon. The charge 
was preferred by E. M. Leitch. Charles T. 
Jones represented 
the defendant, and 
H iram W . Johnson prosecuted the case. 
The first thing done by the prosecution 
was to introduce testimony to show that 
Ross was the owner of the building at Sec­ 
ond and K streets, known as the Bank E x­ 
change. This was done by placing Richard 
Cohn, Deputy County Recorder, and J. J. 
Buckiey, the City Assessor and Searcher of 
Records, on the witness-stand. 
The defense objected to parts of the testi­ 
mony. but was overruled. It was shown 
that Ross had owned the property since 
1884, and up to the present tim e no con­ 
veyance of the sam e had been made. 
H enry Alter and T. W . W arner, the 
young men who testified in the recent 
Patrick case, were placed on the stand to 
prove that the game of faro was piayed in 
a room in the building, and that Ross was 
present and knew what was going on. 
W arner explained how the game of faro 
was played by utilizing the Judge’s desk 
and m anipulating a silver faro-box and a 
deck of cards. 
C. C. Brown testified that he had a con­ 
versation with Ross last November, in 
which the latter as m uch as said he was 
running a faro game. 
The prosecution here closed, and the 
defense called E. M. Leitch. 
Attorney 
Jones questioned him as to w hether he 
swore positively to the 
complaint or 
w hether he did so upon inform ation and 
belief. 
Leitch tried to explain that lie didn’t 
exactly know how he swore to the com­ 
plaint, but thought it was upon inform a­ 
tion and belief. 
Attorney Johnson (hen gave Mr. Leitch 
to understand that he m ust be mistaken, 
and Leitch said maybe he was. 
Both sides rested, and Mr. Jones moved 
to dismiss the case, on the ground that the 
Court had no jurisdiction to exam ine it, the 
complaint sworn to being based on infor­ 
mation and belief. 
Judge Buckley stated that Leitch had 
sworn to the com plaint before him , and, 
although his testimony would not be evi­ 
dence, he was positive that the complaint 
was properly sworn to. 
He considered the 
testimony quite sufficient to w arrant the 
holding of the defendant, and fixed the 
bail at $500.

ABOUND THE BASES. 


So Sava th e Coroner’» Jnry Regarding 
th e Cisco Shooting. 
Deputy Coroner George H . Clark held an 
inquest last evening in the case of Robert 
Bryan, who was fatally shot at Cisco last 
Sunday by W illiam Daniels, and who sub 
sequently died at the Railroad Hospital in 
this county. 
District Attorney Bruner assisted in 
questioning the witnesses, in behalf of the 
authorities of Placer county, where Daniels 
is in custody and will be tried. 
The report of Doctors H untington and 
H anna and City Physician Nichols, who 
performed the autopsy on B ryan's remains, 
was first read to the jury. 
It showed that 
two bullet wounds had been found on the 
body—one through the left arm and the 
other through the stomach and spinal col­ 
umn. 
The last-named wound was neces­ 
sarily fatal. 
A. I. Snow, a railroad section foreman, 
was then sworn. 
He was acquainted with 
the deceased and also with Daniels. Bryan 
he said was a native of Maryland, and 47 
years of age. “ There were about twenty 
of us at Cisco station Sunday.1' said the 
witness, 
waiting for the train for Sacra­ 
m ento. 
It was about 1:30 o'clock in the 
afternoon. 
Several of the boys began 
snow-balling, among them being Daniels. 
It all went along right for a while, but 
presently Daniels threw a ball which 
struck a man named Kelleher. Kelleher 
asked him why he did it and Daniels ex­ 
plained that he did not mean to hit him . 
K elleher was not in a very forgiving mood, 
and warned Daniels to be careful. Daniels 
then got mad, and picking up a stick asked 
K elleher what he was going to do about 
it. Just then Bryan interfered. 
H e took 
the stick from Daniels and told him to clear 
ont. 
Daniels went away, but in a few 
m om ents returned and renewed the quarrel 
w ith Bryan. The latter told him to ciear off 
again end advanced toward Daniels as 
though he was going to push him away 
from the depot. W hen he was within ten 
feet of Daniels the latter suddenly drew a 
revolver and fired two shots at him . He 
then ran away. H e took Bryan into the 
station and when the train came along 
took him aboard and had him carried to 
the hospital.”

In answer to questions from Mr. Brnner, 
the witness said there was no provocation 
for the shooting.

WHO ARE THE BLICKttAILESS ? 


LAWYER ANDERSON'S EXPLANATION 
OF BULLION’S ARREST. 


Prosecuted for Vagrancy B ecause 
He 
W ould Not Put Up Som e of 


H is Store o f Ducats. 


Yesterday was the tim e fixed for the sen­ 
tence of Leon Stillion, the Frenchm an, 
who was convicted of vagrancy in the Po­ 
lice Court several days ago. The defend­ 
ant was asked if he had anything to say 
why judgm ent should not be pronounced, 
and his attorney, W . A. Anderson, arose 
and asked for a new trial on the ground 
that the defendant had been denied his 
constitutional rights by the Court having 
refused to grant him a trial by jury, and 
that the evidence was entirely insufficient 
to w arrant the verdict. 
Mr. Anderson then argued in support of 
his motion in one of the most forcible ap­ 
peals he ever made to a Court. H e held 
that a person on trial for vagrancy was en­ 
titled to a jury trial, and cited authorities 
in support of the proposition. 
As to the verdict, Mr. Anderson thought 
it was very unfair. H e did not believe a 
Judge should render a verdict on general 
principles, as he considered Judge Buckley 
had done. The Court should not be influ­ 
enced by expressions of the press or indi­ 
viduals, but should give their decisions in 
accordance with the testimony introduced. 
He believed thiB case was more than a 
prosecution—it was a persecution. 
“ This m an,” said 
the 
attorney, 
“is 
wealthy. H e has money, and 1 tell you 
it’s because he has money and won’t dis­ 
tribute it that he is prosecuted, or rather 
persecuted. 
I can prove that what I have 
asserted is a fact. If he had been a poor 
m an I have no doubt but that he would 
not have been molested, but he has wealth, 
and for the simple reason that he won’t 
part with it he was arrested. Now, 1 ask 
if this is lair ?” 
The attorney then went on to say that he 
considered toe ruling of the Court, in ad­ 
m itting portions of the evidence for the 
prosecution, was wrong. 
H e also believed 
that Judge Buckley, if asked his private 
opinion on the street as to whether or nota 
defendant in a vagrancy case should be 
given a ju ry trial, would say that he 
should. 
Attorney Charles T. Jones, for the prose­ 
cution, said he had never in his life seen 
Major Anderson more in earnest, and he 
thought there m ust be quite as much in­ 
terest manifested on the part of the defense 
as by the prosecution. H e believed that 
Judge Buckley had done exactly right in 
refusing the defendant a jury trial, and for 
several years he (Jones) had contended 
that in vagrancy cases there should be no 
trial by jury. Vagrancy was not exactly a 
crime. Nobody was particularly injured 
by another’s being a vagrant, but the real 
issue in such cases was the question as to 
w hether or not such person was a detri­ 
m ent to society, and a Judge could better 
pass on that point than a jury. H e con­ 
sidered Judge Buckley’s ruling proper in 
every particular, and the verdict in accord­ 
ance with the evidence. H e did not be­ 
lieve in idle boasting without proof, and 
thought Major Anderson’s rem arks quite 
insulting to the Court, particularly the one 
in which he insinuated that the verdict was 
rendered on general principles. 
City Attorney H art wanted to know if 
Mr. A nderson’s rem arks were intended to 
cast any reflection on himself, or on the 
Court, but was prom ptly told by Mr. An­ 
derson that the Court officials were not in ­ 
cluded, and that he (the defendant’s at­ 
torney) did not mean any such thing. 
He 
did not bplieve there was a dishonest hair 
in Judge Buckley’s head. 
After the attorneys had concluded their 
arguments, Judge Buckley stated that here­ 
after he would refuse a jury trial in all 
vagrancy cases. 
Two prom inent 8 n Deri or 
Judges of the State had decided that this 
was the proper course, and he proposed to 
b'jw in deference to their opinions. As to 
his being influenced by newspaper criti­ 
cisms, he said that he did not believe that 
there had been any comment made in the 
case until after he had rendered his decis­ 
ion. H e did not see any good ground for 
granting a new trial and denied the motion 
therefor. 
Stillion was then sentenced to the County 
Jail for a period of ninety days. 
Major Anderson then asked that the 
Court fix a sum for a cash deposit, that the 
defendant migh't be released on bail. 
Judge Buckley said he didn’t know 
w hether to do this or not. 
H e had some 
hesitation at releasing the defendant at all. 
Mr. Anderson said he didn’t understand 
this. 
He thought he had been restricted 
enough during the trial, w ithout having 
aoother obsiacle thrown in the way. 
He 
begged the Court not to keep the defendant 
in jail, claiming that if this were done he 
would almost be shut out from getting any 
appeal. 
After some farther discussion, the de­ 
fendant was allowed to go upon furnishing 
a $500 deposit.

T H E W A IT E CASE. 


Ju s tic e F ie ld E xplains H is C onnection 
W ith It. 
W ashington. May 20th.—A California 
Associated Press agent called yesterday 
upon Judge Field and asked him what he 
had to say íd reference to th e withdrawal 
of W aite’s nom ination, and w hether he 
had done anything about it. The Judge 
replied : 
•'W hen W aite’s nom ination for Register 
was made I handed to a Senator art article 
written 
by 
W aite 
in 
the ‘Overland 
M onthly’ of October, eulogistic of tne late 
David S. Terry. Much surprise was ex­ 
pressed by the Senator at the tenor of the 
article, the Senator stating that it was a 
reflection upon the Adm inistration in des­ 
ignating the Marshal to protect Judge Saw­ 
yer and ruyseii from m urderous assaults by 
Terry, for if he was, as represented by 
"Waite, a ’m an o f sterling integrity of pur­ 
pose,’ it was meant, if it meant anything, 
that Terry was a man of high principles 
and pure character, having honorable pur­ 
poses of action. It was quite evident from 
w hat the Senator to whom I gave the arti­ 
cle and other Senators said that it would 
be impossible for the nomination of W aite 
to lie confirmed. Quite certain I am that 
Deither Governor Stanford, who was his 
friend, nor the whole delegation from Cal­ 
ifornia could have secured his confirma­ 
tion. 
I am told that the withdrawal of 
W aite has produced some feeling in Cali­ 
fornia among the Republicans, and is likely 
to induce them to leave their party. This 
seems to tne to be a verv ridiculous posi­ 
tion. 
“ Terry's roasier purpose was to murder 
me. 
\\ hen he failed W aite wrote an arti­ 
cle in th e ‘Overland M onthly,’ crediting the 
would-be assassin with ‘sterling integrity 
of purpose.' 
l do not know of any debt of 
gratitude due from the Republicans to 
Terry which should cause them to abandon 
their political íaith because W aite lost an 
office for having eulogized him . But how­ 
ever that m ay be, I myself will continue to 
think that it was wrong in Terry to attem pt 
m y m urder, and wrong in W aite to attem pt 
to rescue his name from the infamy at­ 
tached to it by his crime. 
"Sonie persons evidently think it was un­ 
wise in me to oppose tne decoration of 
"Waite with an official honor, but they 
should consider that I was not endeavoring 
to conciliate those who are enraged because 
Terry was killed instead of his killing me. 
I have no interest in the appointments, and 
do not care a straw about them, except so 
far as they relate to judicial officers, nor do 
I busy myself in any way about them, but 
I do not expect to uphold would-be assas­ 
sins or those who eulogize them or gloss 
over their crimes.” 


KKM.IILEK'S CASE. 


T h e 
A rg u m e n t 
A gainst 
th e 
E lectric 
H eath Law . 
W ashington. May 20th.—The Kemmler 
case was. heard by the Supreme Court to­ 
day. 
Roger Sherm an, of New York, made 
the argum ent for a writ of error. Much 
interest is manifested. Sherm an said that 
punishm ent by death was crust, but the 
electric method would be barbarous. It 
was the duty of the highest tribunal to 
prevent this cruelty. The action of the 
New York Legislature was not binding 
upon the Suprem e Court. H e also calied 
attention to the failure of the New York 
law, which gives the W arden of the jail 
discretion as to the time of the infliction of 
the death penalty, which was not in ac­ 
cordance with the Supreme Court decisions. 
Electricity was as yet an unknown, u n ­ 
m easured force. The law of gravitation in 
hanging is well understood, but science 
was yet at sea regarding electricity. Who 
knew but Kemmler would be tortured to 
death by this uncertain method? In many 
cases of death by electricity there are evi­ 
dences of great suffering and anguish. 
Different persons are aflected differently by 
electricity, thus rendering the 
electric- 
death method more uncertain. 
The Attorney General of New York, Ta­ 
bor, replied to Sherm an s argum ent, and 
contended the electric method was more 
hum ane than choking aud the breaking of 
thenecK by the cruel rope. 
The argum ents were finished, and the 
Court took the matter under advisement. 
It is understood a decision will be made 
Friday. 


S uprem e C ourt D ecision. 
W ashington. May 20th.—In the United 
8taies Suprem e Court Justice Lamar ren­ 
dered the opinion of the Court in the case 
of J. G. McCall, plaintiff, as agent of the 
E rie Railway at San Francisco, arrested 
and convicted under the law requiring a 
liceuse fee of persons engaged in his line 
of business. 
He contended that the law 
was unconstitutional as an interference 
w ith interstate commerce and unjust dis­ 
crim ination agatnst companies outside of 
the State. 
The Court sustained his con­ 
tention and reversed the judgm ent of the 
lower Court, rem anding it with directions 
to enter a new decree in conformity with 
the opinion. 
Chief Justice Fuller and 
Justices Giay and Brewer dissented.

IN THE SENATE. 


W a s h in g t o n , May 20th.—The Ways and Means 
Committee this morning gave short hearings to 
the representatives of several industries which 
seek to have amendments made to the tariff 
bill. 
The maltsters of New York State protested 
against the proposed increase from 10 per cent, 
to 30 in the duty on barley. 
Stanford introduced a bill for loans on public 
lauds, and announced that he would hereafter 
address the Senate on the subject. 
The Senate then proceeded to consider the 
original package bill. 
Wilson sf Iowa, who introduced the bill, ad­ 
dressed the Senate in explanation and advo­ 
cacy of it. stating that it was made necessary 
by á recent decision of the Supreme Court. It 
was iu response to a suggestion contained in 
that decision that Congress could p.-tiui: the 
exercise of restraining the power of a State, and 
it was for the purpose of giving that permissicn 
that the bill had been introduced and reported. 
The effect would be to leave each State to de­ 
termine 
for itself what its policy should 
tie 
iu 
regard 
to 
traffic 
in 
intoxicating 
liquors. At the present time origiual-package 
saloons were bemg organized iu his State. It 
was to put a stop to such practice, and recog­ 
nizing iu each State the power to regulate its 
own internal policy that the bill was reported. 
Vest said that he was not alile to agree with 
the majority of the committee iu reporting the 
bill, because it would sweep away the exclusive 
jurisdiction of the Cmted States over interstate 
commerce. 
1 he Supreme Court had decided 
emphatically that alcoholic stimulants were an 
article of interstate commerce, aud the power 
to regulate commerce among the States and 
with foreign nations was an exclusive power 
vested in Congress by the Constitution. The in­ 
timation that Congress might[delegate to a state 
that power was contained in a mere obiter dictum 
of that decision. He (Vest) contended that it 
could not be done. The Supreme Court had de­ 
cided that the power of Congress over interstate 
commerce was exclusive. If it could be delegated 
iu regard to one article ot merchandise (alco­ 
hol) it could be delegated to any other article— 
wheat, corn, rye, oleomargarine, etc. Was the 
Senate going to make that uew departure ? Was 
it, on a mere dictum of the Supreme Court, to 
tear down the barriers of the Constitution V The 
real question, he said, was whether Congress 
con.d deleg ue a power vested in it by the Con­ 
stitution lo any State or number of States. He 
believed it could not. To do so would be to 
destroy the interstate clause of the Constitu­ 
tion aud all purposes for which it was enacted. 
So far from having any uniformity, there would 
be iu that case diversity and hostility. Missouri 
would shut out one article, Kansas another, and 
so on, until there would be chaos from one end 
ol the Union to the other. 
At 2 o’eiock the silver bill came up as unfin­ 
ished business, but was laid aside informally. 
Vest then continued. He said that il this hill 
was parsed it would open an opportunity for a 
successive series of such bills, just as the emer­ 
gencies or opinions of the different States might 
call for that sort of legislation. How long 
would it be, he asked, unt 1 another demand 
was made upon Congress to give permission to 
all States to exclude something else—tobacco, 
for.iustance ? 
Hoar argued in favor of the bill. Unless what 
was proposed iu this bill, or something equiva- 
aleut, could be done, it would be the law oi the 
United States lor all future time, unless there 
was a constitutional amendment in that respect; 
any person living in another State or foreign 
country could send intoxicating liquors into 
any State and dispose of it there through agents 
aud it would not be competent for any State au­ 
thority to prohibit it. 
Edmunas remarked upon it as a curious aud 
interesting circumstance that a condition of 
things had been reached when according to 
debate and according to the judgment of the 
Supreme Court the States had no power to 
deal with the subject, and Congress had no 
power to deal with it. The result was that 
there was in every man in one State an in­ 
herent individual personal right to carry into 
another State what that State might consider 
injurious to its safety, there to sell it, aud that 
Congress had no power to stop it, aud that the 
stales could not stop it unless Congress gave 
them that power. It was only necessary to 
state such a proposition to show that some­ 
where. either 
in 
the Supreme 
Court or 
the 
Senate, 
there 
was 
a 
fault 
in the 
logic of somebody. 
He did not feel em­ 
barrassed by the fact that the Supreme Court 
had taken the longest step ever taken within a 
hundred years of the republic towards centrali­ 
zation of power somewhere, either iu the Su­ 
preme Court or in Congress. He did not believe 
it centralization of power. In speakingof the im­ 
portation of intoxicating liquors iuto a State, 
Edmunds claimed that once that; they got there 
they were (whether in the hands ot ‘natives or 
not) subject to State laws, aud that was what 
the Supreme Court would come to within the 
next twenty years 
After further discussion the bill went over 
without action 
The Senate proceeded to the consideration of 
the resolutions offered by Cameron out of re­ 
spect to the memory of the late Representative 
Kelley, of Pennsylvania. 
At the close ot the eulogies the Senate, as a 
further mark of respect to the memory of Mr. 
Kelley, adjourned. 


IS THE HOUSE. 
Washington, May 20th.—This m orniugthe 
House weut into Committee of the Whole on 
the ta-ift bill 
Cowles of North Carolina offered an amend­ 
ment repealing Die tobacco tax. Rejected. 
Sayeis of Texas offered au amendmeut pro­ 
viding that iron and steel, cotton ties or hoops 
for bailing or other purposes, not thinner than 
number twenty-wire gauge, be admitted free. 
After au exciting discussion the amendment 
was rejected; 96 to 124 
areckenridve of Arkansas moved to fix the 
duty at 45 percent, ad valorem. 
McKenna. Republican, ot California moved 
an amendment to ihe sugar schedule, reducing 
the existing .-eheduie 33 per cent., and retain­ 
ing Die dividing iue at 13 instead of 16, as in 
the present bill 
lie attacked the sugar sched­ 
ule in he McKinley bill amid gre>T applause 
on Die Democratic side. 
The bill made sugar 
contraband in a protective system. 
If the 
bounty principle was correct, why not apply it 
to other things;’ Why not apple it to tin piale 
[laughter j and save it atouce? If the com­ 
mittee Was light, ne was only repeating its rea­ 
sons iu not indorsing them. Way not apply it 
to linen goods which we did not produce and 
give people cheap linen to go with cheap tin 
and cheap sugar1 [Laughter.] Whv not apply 
it to wool, until the article was produo.il in 
this country to the extent of the people’s want*’ 
Cannon of Illinois opposed the amendment. 
It was the position of the Republican party 
touching the protective system to relieve from 
duty those articles of toreigu production except 
luxuries, the like of which could not be pro­ 
duced at home. Less sugar was produced in 
this country now than thirty vears ago. The 
gentleman from California was'not happy when 
ne said wool stood on all fours with sugar. The 
production of wool last year (under the present 
insufficient tariff) was 25,0(JC,0(i(l pounds, aud the 
import was 10,000,000 pounds. 
Twice as much 
was produced at home as was imported, andthe- 
home product was sufficient lo control the price 
»t home ami regulate the world’s price of wool. 
Because he was a Republican he was in favor of 
removing the revenue leech from the Protective 
system, nlat ing sugar on the free list 
He de­ 
nounced the reciprocity treaty with the Sand­ 
wich Islands, and declared that a few men iu 
California controlled the proauction of sugar in 
that country. Put sugar on the free list, and 
good nj e to *50,OX),Oh,i to four meu of California 
who owned sugar plantations iu the Sandwich 
Islands. 
Price of Louisiana favored the amendment, 
and opposed the bill as being injurious to the 
interests of the colored laborer of'the South. 
Morrow of California supi>oned McKenna’s 
amendment on ihe ground that It was the only 
legitímalo method of protection, and for the 
other reason that *55,(100.000 is derived from 
sugar necessary to meet the obligations of the 
Government. 
McKinley closed the - discussion, and Mc- 
Kenua's amendment was rejected—115 to 134. 
McKenna, Mortrow, 
O’Neill (Pennsylvania), 
Harmer. lie Haven, Bartine.Yaudever,Broosey, 
Kerr (Iowa), Coleman and R ybnrn voting in 
the affirmative. 
On motion of McKinley, a number of amend­ 
ments were adopted reducing the duty ou cer­ 
tain building or monumental stone, except mar­ 
ble, changing the duty on steel ingots, etc., val­ 
ued above sixteen cents per pound from forty 
five per cent ad valorem to seven cents per 
pound, aud placing on the free list fish from 
American fisheries and fresh or frozen fish 
caught in fresh waters, except salmon. 
McKinley also offered an amendment fixing 
the duly on shotguns valued at Lot more than 
*12, at thirty-three percent.; more than *12, fortv 
sr cent . pistols and revolving pistols, thirty- 
ve per cent. 
Waller of Massachusetts protested vigorously. 
If the amendment was adopted, lie said, within 
five years the business of manufacturing fire­ 
arm ' ill this country would be destroyed. 
The amendment was finally agreed lo, as was 
also one taking bristles from the free list and 
fixing the duly ujwu them at tea cents per 
pound 
Linde of Minnesota complained that he bad 
no opportunity to offer an amendment reduciug 
the rate of duty upon binding twine. 
McKinley offered a long amendment. The 
substance was to impose a tax of five cents per 
gallon upon alcohol used in the manufacture of 
vinegar, aud putting the manufacturers under 
the superintendence of the Commissioner of In­ 
ternal Revenue. 
••sawyer of New York offered a substitute, after 
tliroe Hours’ confusion and inattenlion. during 
which tie amendment was read but cot Die sub­ 
stitute Order was restored, but without auy a t­ 
tempt to vote upon the ameudment. 
The committee settled down to a general dis­ 
cussion of the details of the bil! aud amend­ 
ments under the live-minute rule. 
Liude of Minnesota made a fieice attack upon 
the blading twine trust. He asserted that the 
action o! the committee in placing raw material 
on the free li-t. withou’ making any reduction 
iu duty on Ihe finished product, amounted to au 
increase of TO per cent, in nroteciou 
Hi 1 of Illinois objected to the clause which 
allowed a man to load a ship in Europe with 
diamonds, statuary and paintings and bring 
them into this country duty free. 
Taylor of Illinois objected vigorously to an in­ 
crease of duties on hemp and flax. 
‘ 
Sawyer’s substitute was rejected and the 
committee amendment adopted. 
Cannon oi Illinois offered an amendment pro­ 
viding that paintings in oil or water colors aud 
statuary not otherwise provided lor shall pay a 
duly of 3(i per cent, ad valorem. 
Rejected. 
McKinley asked unanimous consent for gen­ 
tlemen lo print amendments iu the Record. 
Hender>on of Iowa—“ What good does that 
do ? I offered an amendment yesterday restor­ 
ing the present duty on wool and woolen», and 
1 want a vote on it.” (Applause on the Demo­ 
cratic side.] 
A motion to rise was agreed to amid great con­ 
fusion, a u j then the House, at 11:20, adjourned.

Stanley met Miss Tennant with a party 
on the Duke of W estminster’s yacht a few 
weeks before he started to Africa to rescue 
Em in. H e was introduced to her by the 
Baroness 
Burdett-Coutts. 
Stanley’ was 
much impressed with Miss Tennant, and 
sought occasionally to continue his friend­ 
ship. A few days’ before he started for 
Africa he proposed marriage and, much to 
j his surprise, was rejected. To one or two 
friends who ventured to talk with her on 
the subject Miss Tennant said she could 
not stand a man who dyed hi9 hair. It is 
a well-known fact that while in America 
and while here before he started for Africa 
this tim e Stanley always died his hair. 
During his last trip he discarded dye and 
is now altogether content to let his hair re­ 
m ain as white as snow. 
The stories about Stanley sending im ­ 
passioned love letters from the heart of 
Africa to his anxious fiancee are all bosh. 
Stanley went 
away a rejected 
suitor. 
"When homeward bound he arrived at 
Brindisi, Miss Tennant was not there to 
meet him , as she surely would have been 
if they were betrothed. 
Among the party to meet Stanley at 
Dover was the Baroness Burdett-Coutts. 
During the journey up she contrived to let 
Stanley know that if he still loved Dorothy 
Teuuant and would ask her again to m arry 
him , this tim e he would not be refused. 
The result was that Stanley drove to the 
home of the Baroness, where Miss Ten­ 
nant was wailing to meet him . 
W hether 
Stanley asked her again, there and then, to 
be his wife, is not known, but he did so 
very soon afterward. 
No date has been 
fixed for the wedding. It will probably 
occur in July. 
Just now Stanley is full of the idea of 
transporting negroes from the Southern 
States of America to Central Africa. The 
precise site fixed upon is the Upper Congo 
forest country, 35,000 square miles in ex­ 
tent, which Stanley estimates would pro­ 
vide for each of the negroes of the South 
som ething like a quarter of a square mile 
of land for his inheritance. 
The climate 
is healthy, the country abounding in navi­ 
gable rivers, w ith hills and valleys to 
diversify the scenery. It struck Stanley in 
passing through it that it resembled A rkan­ 
sas. Mississippi and Louisiana, without 
their swamps.’ A nything m ight be grown 
on it, he says, from the oranges, sugarcane 
and cotton of sub-tropical lands to the 
wheat of California and the rice of South 
Carolina.

The public could be 
trusted to find out w hat practical good lies 
behind Socialist doctrines. 
Nobody not ab­ 
solutely blind could deny the existence of 
great evils, from which arose Socialist pro­ 
posals and action. W eareb cu u d todo all 
we can to remedy these evils, even if we 
get called Socialists, knowing w eareunder­ 
taking no new principle or striking out on 
no new route, but we are simply pursuing 
the long and healthy tradition of English 
legislation.

N ORDINANCE FOR THE PROTECTION 
ol wild game in the county of Sacramento, 
California; 
, _ 
The Board of Supervisors of Sacramento 
countv do ordain as follows: 
Section 1. It shall be unlawful between the 
first day of April and the fifteenth day of Sep­ 
tember of each year, in the county of Sacra­ 
mento. to take, gather, or destroy the eggs of 
any specie of wild duck, or to hunt, kill or de­ 
stroy anv specie of wild duck iu said county, 
and any person so offending shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor. 
Section 2 It shall be unlawful between tbe 
first day of January and the first day of July of 
each year, to hunt, kill or destroy doves in »aid 
county, and any person so offending shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Section 3. Every person who shall have in his 
possession, or shall give away, or expose for 
sale, anv specie of wild duck or doves at a time 
when it is unlawful to kill the same, as provided 
by this ordinance, shall be juilty of a mitde- 
uieanor. 
Section 4. All ordinances and parts of ordi­ 
nances in conflict with this ordinance is here­ 
by repealed. 
'section 5. This ordinance shall take effect 
fifteen davs after its passage.
